Whilo in tho custody o£ tho polico Jacob 


Kuobler talkod wildly about \Virth having 
bcon thrown into tho rivor at tho "Red 
bridge" on Archer avenue, and described tho 
spot whoro tho corpso could be found. Tho 
polico made a search thoro, but instead ot 
finding Wirth they brought to tho surfaco 
tho body o£ Potor Hauson, an old man living 
on Ashland avenue, who mysteriously disap- 
peared from his homo about a month ago. 
No explanation ot how Hanson came to his 
death has boon made. 


A couplo ot weeks boforo tho discovery of 


Hanson's body tho mutilated trunk of ft man 
\vos found in tbo cauol at Lockport. It was 
at onco thought that tbis was Wirth's body, 
and UTS. "tt'irth wont to Lockport for the 
purpose o£ viewing it. Sho faiJed to identify 
tho body then, but last week wont again to 
Lockport and said that she thought tbo re- 
mains were her husband's. They wore burial 
by her last Friday. 


Shortly after 7 o'clock -Monday morning 


Louis Kondt, a foroman in C. A. Paltzor's 
lumber yard, saw a corpso floating on tho 
wator and called tho Dooring street patrol- 
wagon. ' Lieut. Duffy ot tho Twenty-Second 
Street station was uotifled and ho had tho 
body brought to his station, whore it was 
found to be that ot Frod Wirth; this timo 
without a doubt. Ho still wore, tho same 
clothes,- boots, and cap ho had on when ho 
disappeared. Officer 
Mack 
opened 
tho 


clothes over tho broost, and thoro was a scar 
often spoken of. Ho had in his pockot a bill 
for goods purchased at Tumor's packing- 
house, tbo bill being made out in his name. 
His watch was still on his person and had 
stcpp«i eiact'.y at 8:iO o'clock. Ho was last 
seen at Hermann Kueblor's house, 2007 Wal- 
lace street, about 7:t3o'clock on tbo evening 
of March 4. 


Prom the station tho body was taken to 


tho residence, on Archoravonuo, for tho pur- 
poso ot having Mrs. Wirth identify it. Sho 
was not at homo, and tho polico loft tho 
corpso across tbo street, at Schneider's under- 
taking establishment. Halt an hour later 
on Mrs. Wirth viewed tbo body, with ap- 
parent deep emotion, and fully identified it.

TWO APPEALS TO THE INTER-STATE 


COMMERCE COMMISSION 


Jlrliic Out uu Elucidation ot \Vlint Tliut 


Act Is Intciuloil to 
Cover—With a

WASHIXCTOX CITV, April 10.—Too inter- 


state commcrco commission is tho busiest 
body of men in tho United States at Ibis 
pi-osout time. 
It is « bureau oC usoful in- 


formation regarding tho railway problems 
which have sprung up in front of tho new 
law, and its tables groan with appeals for in- 
struction and reliof from all parts oC tho 
country. 


Monday tbi> commission mado public a 


document which they stnto is tho most im- 
portant yol issued by thorn bearinc upon cer- 
tain clauses of tho intor-atato law. 
Tho doc- 


ument, whilo generally applicablo, i^ in ro- 
ply to petitions of tho "Ordor of Railway 
Conductors," and tho "Traders' (ind Trav- 
QI-S' union." Tlioso associations ask: Aro 
railway companies prohibited from issuing 
froo transportation to tbo immediate families 
of employes ot thoir own railways; from issu- 
ing free or railway transportation to of.l- 
cors of associations composed exclusively of 
railway employes, whilo thoso ofilcors are 
tonipordi-ily out of railway service, aud ox- 
cUisivjly omployod by those associations; 
may railway companies issue passes to em- 
ployes of otiier railways on tho application 
of tho employe, or must such application 
como from an ollicor oC tbo company by 
which ho is employed; may railway com- 
panies issue free or reduced transportation 
to those who make rail way service, their busi- 
ness or trade whilo temporarily out of employ- 
ment and in search ot situations; may rail- 
way companies provide froo 
transportation 


for delegates to tuo annual conventions of 
an association composed exclusively of roil- 
way employes, including thoso who may bo 
temporarily out of employment, as well as 
momboi-o ol' the iraraodiuto families ol dole- 
gates? 


Tho application on bohalf of tho Traders 


and Travulor,' union states the syatom under 
which an additional allowance of froo bag- 
gage has beeu heretofore carried by com- 
mercial travelers, subject to written agroo- 
mont for registry and indonmilication, which 
sj-stoai tho commission Ls requested to ex- 
amine cnrottiliy, "and uclviso us if (.here is 
any reason now why a railroad company do- 
siring to do so should not Onter into such an 
arrangement to grant under stated terms an 
increased allowance of froo baggage." 


In answer to tho above the commission 


says: 


A careful madias ol tho "act to rcguluto 


•jornmorce," under which tins commission is 
organized, "ill show that no jurisdiction Las 
been given us to answer questions liko tHoso 
under consideration. It is obvious that ap- 
plications like thoso oC tho railroad conductor 
aud the Traders' and Travelers' union have no 
relation whatever to tho duties imposed upou 
us by section 4. And this is tho only section 
of the huv which tbo commission hus power 
to suspend or relax. 


Section K; authorizes complaints to (ho 


commission aud confers jurisdiction to enter- 
tain tbo same. It provides that any person, 
etc., 
"complaining of auything dono or 


omittod to bo douo by any common carrier 
subject to the provisions of this act, in con- 
travention of tho provisions thereof, may ap- 
ply to said commission by petition, which 
shall bviyily stnto the facts." 


J3ut neither tho railway conductors nor 


Traders' nnd Travelers' union complain that 
any common carrier has violated tho law. 
On tho contrary they both avor that tho 
railway companies do not nov,- violato tho 
law uud do not wish to do so. If a railroad 
company should issue a pass to a conductor 
and his family to attend the approaching 
convention, cr should transport ;iU() pounds 
of baggngo 1'reo lor a commercial traveior 
undor thu registry and indemnity system 
and some person, feeling ngjrriovo;!, should 
make complaint of unjust discrimination, it 
would then bo proper for tho commission to 
entertain 
tho question of whether such 


conduct was or was not in violation of tho 
law and if so whether it was or wr.s not 
within tho exceptions stated in section £2, 
Complaints may also bo presented it tho 
charges made bv tlio curriers, aro not con- 
sidered reasonable and just.

Congress has not taken tho management 


of tho railroads out of the hands of tho rail- 
road companies. It has simply established 
certain general principles uudor which inter- 
state commerce must bo conducted. * * * 
Thero is nothing novel in tho provisions of 
the act. 
They simply bring back the busi- 


ness of common carriers to tho well settled 
principles of the common law. Yet none 
can deny that thoro was urgent need of their 
statutory formulation. Allegod difficulties 
in putting them in operation only disclose 
examples oC tho extent to which they have 
been violated in the past. * * * 


Good faith, exhibited in nn honest oitort to 


carry out tho requirements of tho law, will 
mvolvo reasonabto and fair-minded riilicials 
in no danger of damages or lines. Tho elas- 
ticity of tiio statute in thoir favor is noticea- 
ble. Throughout the act, as it now stands 
in confessedly experimental form, thero is 
exhibited an obvious and a generous purpose 
to allow to tho corporations ample scope in 
tho conduct of their business as common car- 
rier tor tho people, and fair consideration of 
ovory reasonable ciaim, whilo insisting upon 
just, impartial, open and consistent rates of 
chargo, to which every citizen shall ha sub- 
jectaiiko, whoso situation is tho same. Surely 
tho people could not asl; for less. 


Tho language and tenor oC tho act wholly 


fail to justify railway managers, if any such 
thoro be, who ro'uso to accopt responsibili- 
ties, decline to offer rates, neglect to an- 
nounce conditions of trallic, embarrass tho 
custo.nary interchange of business and im- 
poso stagnation upon trade, whilo they "stick 
in tho bar];1' of the phrnses and expressions 
oC the law, inventing doubts vnd imagining 
dangers. It is still more unjustifiable for 
railway companies to mako use of the gon- 
ernl clauses of the law, ignoring, modifying 
and enlarging words and formulas in order 
to impose additional burdens upon localities, 
trades, professions, manufacturers, consum- 
ers, classes of travelers or employes; strain- 
ing and repressing ovory construction in 
favor of tho corporate treasury, and quoting 
tho now law as their authority lor all man- 
ner of petty exactions. 
Tho powers of tho 


commission aro entirely adequate to cope 
with such conduct, tho existence of which is 
not affirmed, although it has boon somewhat 
publicly suggested. ' Tho same statute which 
enacts that charges for liko services shall bo 
uniform to all, also provides that charges in 
every case, nnd for every kind1 and class of 
service, shall bo reasonable and just. As the 
law is practically applied it is seen to contain 
many elements of advantage to the economi- 
cal and profitable mamigemont of the busi- 
ness of the carriers, which they have not 
booh slow to apprehend aud take tho benefit 
of.Tbo commission ventures to express tho 
hope that with this explanation respecting 
tho mutual functions of tho carriers and the 
commissioners in carrying tho law into ef- 
fect according to its true intcntnnd moaning, 
thoro will be no lack of good faith and active 
co-operation in continuing tho normal activ- 
ity of every kind of reputable industry and 
trafllc thro'ughoilt tho land, under favorable, 
fair, and reasonable terms, conceding frankly 
to tho people all tho rights, benefits, advan- 
tages, and equal privileges which tho "Act to 
regulate commerce" was intended to secure. 


Bishop Knickerbocker, of Indianapolis, 


has written to the commission inquiring as 
to the right o- railroads to transport mis- 
sionaries at reduced rates. Tho commission 
replied that it had no jurisdiction, but con- 
cludes: "Thero is no doubt of tho right of 
the railroads to-grant special previlegos ta 
religious toac-bora, and in deciding-in good 
faith what they will do, they can scarcely be 
said to incur risk of penalties. Penalties are 
for wilful violations of law, not for errors of 
judgment." 


In the matter of (ho application of tho 


Iowa Barbed Steel Wire company, which 
asks that a former "equalized" rato from the 
railroads bo ordered to continue, tho commis- 
sion replies that under the law tho caso is 
not or.o of tho exceptional cases on which it 
is empowered to act. 


Tho commission decided that tho trans- 


portation of Indian supplies purchased by 
tho government at reduced rates is allowed 
under.section !.'- of tho inter-state commerce 
nets. Bids for thoso supplies aro mado under 
tho expectation they will bo forwarded at 
government ratos, and tho government goto 
tho benefit thereof, the commission sava.
